Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 51, 52, 55, 57, 58 and 60 - 77 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reasons for allowance is that the prior art including Casler, EUas, Matsushima et al and 
Sakakibara et al do not anticipate or make obvious the provisions of "a radially 
circumferential constriction and a plurality of strain sensors are arranged separate from one 
another radially around the circumferential constriction" in combination with the other 
limitations in claim 1 and "a plurality of the strain sensors are arranged in the circumferential 
constriction" in combination with the other limitations presented in claim 69.
